BANK STATISTICS. 

We have carefully examined the quarterly statements of the several Banks of 
Pennsylvania as contained in the Report.of the Auditor General to the Legisla 
ture, dated January 12, 1846, and. from which we publish an abstract to-day. 

We have rarely met with a public printed document containing so many gross 
errors, 80 carelessly prepared, and so calculated to mislead its readers. 

There is but little consistency observed in the system of arrangement, and the 
reader who aims to arrive at a knowledge of the liabilities of the Banks, under 
appropriate heads, from its pages, will be disappointed unless he proceed to 
analyze the details for himself. 

Like many other Bank Reports, the Resources are sometimes placed on the 
Debit side, and then again on the Credit side. The footing of nine columns of the 
abstract is in each case transposed, and the general aggregate would indicate 
a difference of $1,000 between the Liabilities and the Resources, 

The Surplus Fund of the Banks can be found in no less than four columns—and 
the following errors will appear among numerous others :
